Magazines Will Be Hit by 
Measure, Which Puts 
Rates Up.

Denounced by Publishers.

by virtuaJly all publishers.

committee's pian $7,500,000 in revenue 
would be obtained from publishers' in- 
comes and $3.000,000 from the one- 
quarter cent a pound postage increase.

Read What Uncle Harry 


Says 


Berlin, Sunday. Aug. 26.—(Via Lon- 
don, Aug. 27.)—If 
frank 
discussion 
and unblushing criticism are capable 
of bringing on parliamentary reforms 
it may be said that Saturday's pro- 
ceedings in the reichstag main com- 
mittee 
have 
given 
increased

mentum to the movement. 
To this 
must be added the volume of plain- 
spoken editorial comment by the lib- 
eral press, which states frankly that it 
will not be 
satisfied with 
half-way 
measures or sub-makeshifts. 


The discussion of national politics 
was continued by the committee yes- 
terday. 
Chancellor 
Michaelis 
twice 
took the floor for the purpose of ex- 
plaining his newly 
created 
council, 
made of seven reichstag deputies and 
seven members of the bundesrath, over 
which he is to preside. The new coun- 
cil will hold its first meeting on Tues- 
day for the purpose of discussing the 
government's reply to the papal peace 
note. 
The social democrats, centrists, 
national liberals and progressives have 
agreed to co-operate with the govern- 
ment on this issue. 
The various fac- 
tiona»-"bow€V0r, 
hâve Informed 
the 
chancellor they 
have 
accepted 
the 
newly organl25ed body as a provisionary 
device and consider it the harbinger of 
more substantial and permanent meas- 
ures which will secure to the reichstag 
constitutional prerogatives and greater 
responsibilities. 


Some of the Demands. 


Among other demands, the coalition 
will urge nullification of paragraph 9 
of

You 
remember 
that 
the 
Russian 
people had made one revolt previous 
to that of last March- 
In 
January, 
1905, they r.ose against the monstrous 
autocracy that 
was 
crushing them, 
and In spite of Bloody Monday and 
other slaughters they made for a time 
great headway. 


In March', 1905, when it looked aa 
If his crown was slipping from 
his 
head, when the revolt was spreading 
to all parts of the country and man_y 
provinces had 
declared 
their 
in<y.- 
pendence, Czar Nicholas wrote a letter 
of piteous appeal to his dear intimate 
friend, Kaiser William. 


The two w^ere in almost dally com- 
munication, anyAvay. No two rulers of 
Europe were more sympathetic or af- 
fectionate. Their intimate correspond- 
ence was continued down to the very 
outbreak of the war, and some say it 
did not cease then 


At least it is perfectly certain that 
the czar never had any heart In the 
war against Germany and continued 
to regard Kaiser William as his best 
and dearest friend. 


So in March, 1905, he wrote to the 
kaiser, discussing the situation In his 
empire, about which it appears 
he 
had often consulted his friend, and ex- 
pressing the fear that he might not 
be able to hold out against the revolu- 
tlonistr. 


They seemed to be making new pro- 
gress every day and 
it was 
plain 
enough that a large part of the army 
sympathized with them. 


What was to be feared, therefore, 
was that a critical encounter betweon 
the army and the people the 
army 
would desert to the popular cause and 
in that case nothing wuld be left to 
do but to flee over the border to safety. 


To this the kaiser replied, giving to 
his Imperial brother heart of hope. 
He said that it was the czar's duty to 
himself, the dynasty, his fellow mon- 
archa and his God to hold out to the 
last. 
And he said that he was pre- 
pared to send to Russia, if necessary, 
a million men to crush out the revolu- 
tion and make the czar safe on his 
throne. 


Subsequent 
letters 
discussed 
the 
manner in which this could be done 
and settled the details, the places at 
which the German troops should enter 
and the generals that should command 
them. 


The position of the kaiser was that 
all the autocratic governments, draw- 
ing their authority directly from di- 
vine decree, mu.st stand together at 
whatever cost to put down this rising 
tide of mob rule 


And he urged the czar to put it 
down with an iron hand. 


I have talked with a man that has 
seen this correspondence. 


It was the means of overwhelming 
the revolution and restoring the des- 
potism. 


There was at that time pending ap- 
plications for loans that Russia wanted 
to float in England and France. 
These 
countries had 
refused to lend 
any 
money to Russia so long as the revo- 
lution was on. 
They did not wi.sh to 
be in the position of helping an au- 
tocracy to put down a democratic up- 
rising. 


Russia 
was 
almost 
bankrupt, 
as 
usual. 


The fact of the correspondence be- 
tween the kaiser and the czar beqame 
known to the governments of Eng- 
land and France. 
They learned what 
the kaiser had undertaken to do with 
his million troops. 


They decided that it would be better 
to lend the money to the czar's auto- 
cratic government than 
allow 
Ger- 
many to annex Russia, which would 
be the practical 
result 
if the kaiser 
swept in with his troops. 


They therefore allowed the loan to 
be made. 
Russia took the money and 
with it suppressed the revolution. 


Now observe that when the revolu- 
tion of this year broke forth and the 
czar's advisors saw that it was serious 
their very first word was to open the 
front and let the German troops in to 
put the rebellion down. 


It is plain enough, therefore, that 
the old agreement still stood, in spite 
of the war, and that at a signal the 
kaiser's soldiers were ready to rush in, 
shoot down the Russian revolutionists 
and put the czar back on the throne. 


Nothing prevented this except the 
czar's perception that the revolt had 
gone so far it could not be suppressed 
without bloody fighting in the heart 
of Russia and that he was not willing 
then to bring it about. 


These are the facts. They show how 
absolutely the life of democracy in 
Russia h'/ngs upon the defeat of Ger- 
many. 


They show the kaiser, also, as he 
really is, the frantic foe of the demo- 
cratic advance, the mad dog of Eu- 
rope, crazed with the notion that he 
is divinely appointed to prevent the 
world from passing under mob rule, 
and ready to 
pour 
out his people's 
blood to keep 
any 
old throne any- 
where from totterlnc to the ground.

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RUSSIA TRYING TO RIGHT HERSELF. 


Next to the period of the revolution itself, 
the new Russia has not faced a more critical 
and perhaps more fateful time than that 
which confronts it this week. 


The sane and practical statesmanship of 
Russia is trying to right the new democracy 
so that it may intrench itself against foes with- 
in and foes from without, marshal its strength 
to halt the invader and make the way clear 
for the people to march forward to that des- 
tiny of which they dream and for which too 
few are willing to fight. 


The Moscow council this week will put in 
the foundations for much of Russia's history 
—good or bad as it may fall out. If there shall 
fail to come from this great meeting of the 
various popular and clashing elements of the 
country something like a coalesced body of 
the people, fused in purpose and resolute for 
the long and trjdng course that lies ahead be- 
, fore Russia can be made a free nation with 
strength to hold together and spirit to resist 
aggression, the fviture of that great land is 
dark, indeed. There must be government, or- 
der, obedience, leadership and above all at 
this time strength and purpose for the war. 


Internal conflict can result only in anarchy, 
:)ut of which again will rise the monarchy, 
or in subjugation and dismemberment. Rus- 
sia has the power to resist conquest if she will 
but employ it, but there may be some doubt 
of her ability to create a democracj^ that will 
stand and that can hold two hundred millions 
of people together in mind and purpose and 
action as one great nation. 
Strong men are 
doing their best to save Russia and her peo- 
ple. 
The fruits of the revolution must be 
made secure now or the political cataclysm of 
six months ago will have been a vain thing. 
The counter revolution of which there is grave 
threat can bring only wreckage of what has 
been obtained and woe unutterable for all the 
people. 


Those who lately have been in Russia are 
disposed to take a more hopeful view of the 
situation there than is reflected in the news 
that is coming from there at this time. It is 
a pleasant hope to embrace and it may be bet- 
ter founded than many are disposed to be- 
lieve ; but there can be no denying the serious 
posture of affairs in Russia at this time. Mat- 
ters have been going from bad to worse in 
the war ajid there is every prospect of an in- 
vasion that may wind up in a military debacle 
or in a hurried conclusion of a Russo-German 
peace that would leave the entente allies west 
and south to fight the war out with no furtfiier 
aid from Russia and Rumania. 


The Moscow council will clear up the situa- 
tion most probably, either for better or worse. 
It will go far to determine whether democracy 
is to survive or perish in Russia. 


deal of money—^much more than incinerating 
plants cost—and it is doubtful if Fort Wayne 
could at once obtain anything like enough 
money to go into the business of garbage re- 
duction, even if it were known that it would 
pay the city to do so. 


But the proposal that city garbage be turn- 
ed over to a private concern for reduction at 
its own expense and for what can be made of 
it offers a possible solution of the garbage 
question in this city. 
The rendering com- 
pany that wants to enter into a long- 
term contract to do this can apply economies 
that for the present are not available to the 
city. 
There is much in such a proposal to 
commend it. For one thing, it means the sav- 
ing of valuable products that are now a total 
waste. It will provide the city with a means 
of garbage disposal that involves no municipal 
investment. It will permit the city to concen- 
trate its labor and its money upon the vexed 
problem of garbage collection, a phase of 
garbage disposal that always has been unsat- 
isfactory and the one phase of it in which the 
householder is interested. 
The people want 
their garbage removed frequently, regularly 
and efficiently. After it is taken from the 
premises the householder ceases to have direct 
concern with the disposition made of it. The 
city may burn it, reduce it, dump it in the 
river, bury it in the ground or feed it .to pigs. 
It is all one to the householder, provided the 
waste of his domestic establishment be not 
neglected until it has become an offense and 
a menace. 


A contract for the disposal of garbage by 
private interests should be made to protect 
the city in all ways and there should be no re- 
linquishment by the city of any degree of its 
authority and control over the collection of 
garbage. 
That much of the function should 
remain public for it deals with the only vital 
relation the people themselves have to the 
garbage problem. 


A THING TO FIND OUT. 


MAY BE THE SOLUTION. 


The one economical method of disposing of 
garbage is that by which its useful content is 
recovered. All garbage contains more or less 
grease and a large part of its remaining sub- 
stance can be converted into tankage, much 
employed as a fertilizer base. With a world 
shortage of grease and oils as one of the con- 
sequences of the war and with much of our 
land starving for want of fertilizers the con- 
tinued Avaste of the valuable parts of garbage 
has little to be said for it, here or elsewhere. 


There may be some question that Fort 
Wayne's volume of garbage is sufficient to 
make a municipal reduction plant a profitable 
enterprise—^not in the way of earning a sub- 
stantial per cent, on such an investment, but 
in the way of recovering enough of the com- 
mercial products of garbage to make that 
method of disposition cheaper than destruc- 
tion. It might cost more to recover the 
products than to burn all garbagie collected«'

There can be no question that the ringlead- 
ers in the uprising of colored soldiers against 
the white people of Houston ought to be dealt 
with by all the rigors that military regulations 
make possible. It is not much to be doubted 
that this will be done. An incident of the sort 
is too serious a matter to be disposed of with 
any leniency or with any failure to turn a les- 
son to account. But after the murdering and 
murderous colored soldiers have been disposed 
of properly, jt will not be wholly out of place 
to establish just who was responsible for 
quartering those black troops down in that 
part of the country. 


About the only thing that can be pleaded 
in mitigation of the stupidity that made the 
outbreak possible and that is admitted in the 
prompt removal of the offending soldiers from 
the scene of their red riot, is that nobody 
could have imagined much less have foreseen 
that the thing which happened would occur. 
But it did; just as it had occurred once be- 
fore quite recently in Texas, and once in a 
most notorious instance some years ago at 
Brownsville, in the same state. Of course no- 
body could have said that colored soldiers 
would seize their arms and fare forth in strong 
force to go popping away at the heads of 
white folks wherever they were shown, but 
almost anybody, north or south, could have 
answered, if consulted specifically upon tlie 
main point, that the quartering of colored 
troops in or about a Texas town was to take 
hazards without insurance. 


The Houston lesson has been costly in more 
than human life that was wantonly taken, but 
it will be not altogether without compensa- 
tions if the military authorities are impressed 
duly with the moral of the event. It is saying 
no word whatever in palliation of the shock- 
ing murders committed by the colored sol- 
diers to suggest that foresight might have 
been an ample preventive.

Miss Edith Hegan, a Canadian nurse 
who was in I'etrograd at the time of 
the revolution, tells in Harper's Maga- 
zine 
for September 
of the 
terrible 
scenes which she and her companions 
saw from the window of their hospital. 


"A tremendous crowd had gathered 
and suddenly the Cossacks and 
the 
mounted police charged through the 
crowd and shooting began. The crowd 
quickly disappeared. 
Some fell flat on 
their stomachs and crawled aw^ay. We 
could hear tho click of the machine- 
guns which the police had hidden in 
the houses. 
Some of the police them- 
selves were hidden in the houses and 
some of the (Jerman ringleaders had 
donned 
police uniforms. 
One 
man 
dropped dead in the middle of the 
street and we saw an old black am- 
bulance drive up and carry him off. 
We can hear the guns and the nose of 
actual battle down near the Winter 
Palace. 
But almost as soon as the 
troops come in on orders they join the 
Revolutionists. 
Many casualties are 
reported. 
We liear that the chief of 
police and many of the policemen have 
been killed. 
All sleighs and motors 
are stopped on the bridge and ordered 
to go down side-streets. 
There are 
cheers from the crowd every time an 
officer is turned back. The officers are 
indignant, but after they have wit- 
nessed one or two instances of what is 
done when they resi.st, they 
submit. 
Many of the officers have been arrest- 
ed by their own soldiers and shot, after 
the formality of a brief 
trial. 
The 
Russian officials were formerly im- 
portant figure.-; on tlie streets. 
Now 
they hurry down side-streets to get out 
of the way. Seme of them are wearing 
a bit of rod on their uniforms. 
Our 
Russian patients are asking for news, 
but beg us not to remain at the win- 
dows, as already bullets have struck 
inside the hospital. 


"Sunday. 
(March 
10.)—Another 
fairly peaceful morning, 
but 
again 
about noon the crowd begins to gather. 
We have positive orders not to go out 
except to the club and back; but S 
and I went to see Miss C 
this 


morning and then went to the Hotel 
I'Europe for lunch. 
Many wounded 
have been brought in and three of 
them died. The crowd is quite orderly 
and peaceful as far as we can see. They 
continue askii.g for bread. 
Suddenly, 
while we were looking, the machine- 
guns opened hre and swept the street 
in every direction. 
Dozens fell where 


they stood and other fled in every di- 
rection. 
Many hurried into the door- 
people he let it go at the hat. 


way of the hospital and the club. 
A 
most 
spectacular 
occurrence 
took 
place about this time when a regiment 
of Cossacks came slowly up the Nevsky. 
As they stepped upon the bridge a shot 
was fired from the roof of some house. 
They had been 
riding slowly, 
their 
heads were up and they were gazing 
straight in front of them. 
Suddenly I 
heard a machine-gun click and a shot 
rang out. 
It seemed to electrify the 
Cossacks. 
One of them fell and we 
could .see his riderless horse with the 
swinging stirrups galloping on with the 
rest. 
For. almost as soon as the click 
was heard, an order was 
thundered 
and, with bent heads and 
lowered 
shoulders, 
the 
Cossacks rode 
mag- 
nificently over the bridge at full speed. 
From a regiment of riders they became 
merely a tawny streaik and charged 
the streets. 
Many more Cossacks now 
appealed and dashed rapidly up and 
down the four streets of the Fontanka 
and over the bridge. 


"Great 
lorries 
loaded 
with 
con- 
cealed guns dash up and do\fn the 
streets amid the greatest shouts and 
confusion. More wounded are still be- 
ing brought into the hospital. 
I saw 
a man I knew brought in dead. 
He 
had been quietly walking down the 
street with his mother to call on a 
friend when he was shot. 
He 
died 
almost instantly. 
^Ve have only 180 
beds in the hospital and most of them 
are full of our own patients, so there is 
little room here for anything but first- 
aid treatment. 
They came in rapidly, 
many of them dying almost as soon as 
they were brought in. 
We did what 
we could for them; but at night the 
authorities took them away, 
except 
two or three who were too near death 
to be moved. 
All day long the Cos- 
sacks have charged the streets with 
whips and drawn swords. 
The crowds 
do not seem to be at all afraid of them. 


"I saw one giant Cossack charge on 
a crowd and yell at a man who seemed 
to be one of the leaders. 
He leaned 
over as he dashed by the man and de- 
scribed an arc in the air with his sword. 
I saw the sword descend, and while I 
held my breath in horror it neatly sliced 
off the top of the man's Tiat. 
He did 
not seem to be in the least frightened, 
but walked calmly on, while the crowd 
cheei-td them both impartially. 
One 
of the Russians told me that this in- 
cident indicated more than anything 
else the sentiment of the Cossacks.

Mrs. Lamar's advice may be .5hock- 
ing to some of the ladies who hava 
desired to don unifoi-ms and go forth 
to serve the public, but thoughtful peo- 
ple will hardly question the sound- 
ness of her philosophy. 
It is going to 
be necessary to keep on feeding and 
clothing people. The woman who can 
and will cook well and wisely, and 
the girl who can and will help by 
sewing and knitting and clipping to 
make it possible to finance our great 
undertaking may be sure of deserving 
credit no less than their sisters ;vho 
engage in more picturesque endeavors 
to exhibit the determination of the 
ladies to assist In winning the war.

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 27.—^By 
Mail.)—Where trades unions are strong 
and recognized, there I. W. W. agita- 
tors fail to make any large progress 
in spreading their propaganda and call- 
ing strikes. 


In no state of the west is this bettor 
demonstrated than in California. 
The 
big employers of labor in this strong 
union labor state have little difClculty 
with I. W. W.'s. 


This is in striking contrast to the, 
state of Washington, where there is 
much opposition to organized 
labor 
and where the I. W. W. has gained a 
strong foothold. 


Union 
labor in San Francisco 
is 
strongly entrenched, and there Is little 
I. W. W. trouble. 
Good wages are 
paid and there is a patriotic attitude 
among workers toward the war. 


In the lower end of the state, how- 
ever, around Los Angeles, where or- 
ganized labor always has battled har j 
for its life, the I. W. W.'s have gained 
larger number of followers, wages are 
smaller and workers don't view the war 
in as patriotic a spirit. 


For the first time in years the war 
has enabled men in Pacific coast cities 
to work all year around. 
This has 
made them more contented. 


The one strike of serious proportions 
in California was the walkout of can- 
nery workers in the San Jose district, 
where more than 30,000 persons are 
engaged in the canning Industry, about 
12,000 men. 
Most of them are foreign 
born. 
They have been getting as little 
as 25 cents an hour and working 13 
hours a day. 


American 
Federation 
organizers 
worked among them. 
They went back 
to work 
pending arbitration. 
Now 
the arbitrators ask them to accept 80 
cents an hour. 


Cost of living In California, accord- 
ing to University of California statis- 
ticians, has risen in the past two years 
all the way from 60 to 113 per cent. 
. 


Canneries have raised the price of a 
can of tomatoes, for example, from 
15 cents a can to 25 cents, and workers 
say they ought to get some of this raise 
to meet their own increased cost of 
living. 


In San Francisco thirty-three unions 
affiliated with the building trader have 
received wage increase« in the last year 
without striking. 


In strongly unionized Frisco, wages 
run from $3 to | 8 a day, workers re- 
ceiving increases of from 25 to 75 cents 
a day in the last year, while in Los 
Angeles, where opposition to unionism 
is strong, wages run from ^2.25 to $6 
a day, increases during the year hav- 
ing averaged not more than 26 cents 
a day. 


In Ban Francisco, operatives of mu- 
nicipal street car lines work only eight 
hours a day and get a minimum wage 
of 13.60. 


The government has just accepted 
as Its standard the rate of wages estab- 
lished by the union building trades In 
Frisco in the big shipyards. 


Few workers have received material 
wage increases in Los Amgeles. 
Tho 
cost 
of 
living 
has 
soared 
Just

much there as It has in San Francisco. 


Milk costs the same In both cities.

This treatment prevents stem-end rot 
of watermelons which in the past h a s 
caused vast losses in this fruit in t r a n - 
sit to market. 
The little dab of starch 
paste or possibly of Bordeaux paste, 
therefore, is to be taken rather as evl» 
dence that the shipper wished to m a k e 
sure that the melons reached m a r k e t 
free from this rot. 
Some growers. In 
a hurry, smear some of the paste on 
the outside rind of the melon but this 
does no damage beyond lessening its 
attractive appearance.

50,000 children, under twelve years of 
age, all dependent on outside relief 
for necessities of life, are in Lebanon 
and an additional 25,000 orphans are 
In Syria, not including Palestine, ac- 
cording 
to 
reports 
of 
missionaries 
from the near east, who recently ar- 
rived here. 


It was asserted by the missionaries 
that 
it 
was 
extremely 
doubtful 
whether many of these children could 
survive the coming winter, if relief 
does not reach them In a more sub- 
stantial form 
than 
heretofore. 
In 
many instances, the missionaries said, 
little children scarcely old enough to 
feed themselves were found by relief 
workers living absolutely alone beg- 
ging for enough food to keep them 
alive, and failing in that, subsisting on 
grass. 
The majority of these were 
girls who had survived due to greater 
powers of resistance or to having been 
fed by their brothers who starved. The 
Turkish authorities are doing all in 
their power for the children, the mis- 
sionary said, and hospitals have been 
opened in several places in charge of 
Turkish women. The number of needy 
children reached, however, is. small 
compared with the number in actual 
want.

Daniels and Gregory Talk 
Over Mare Island Navy

the investigation looking to criminal 
proceedings arainst the persons guilty 
of causing the explosion at Mare Is- 
land, California, ,ruly 9. in which five 
persons were killed, was discussed by 
Secretary Daniels today with Attorney 
General Gregory.

the forgetting of domestic quarrels. 
Unfortunately, ni)t all who are able are 
willing to offer all this on the altar of 
their country, ruined by war. and they 
thus render the critical situation of our 
country more serious every day. 


"In our political life this process of 
disorganization i.s worse, even causing 
certain natlonalties living in Russia to 
seek their salvation not in close union 
with the mother country but In sep- 
aratist aspirations.

The premier declared tliat the destruc- 
tive period of the revohition had passed 
and that the time had come to consili- 
date the conquests of the revolution. 


"A little •^ime ago we indignantly re- 
plied to a proposal to conclude a .separate 
peace. A fe^ day.s ago we witnessed an- 
other 
attempt, equally 
base, directed 
cgain.st our allieB. The latter rejected it 
with equal uidignation, and in the name 
of the great Rus.sian people I say to our 
allies that it was the only reply we ex- 
pected of them." 


At this point the delegates arose and 
cheered loudly the diplomatic representa- 
tives of the entente allied powers. 


The premier then paid a tribute to the 
Roumanians, saying that if they were 
forced 
temporarily 
to 
abandon 
their 
coimtry tliey would iind hospitality in 
Russia. 


Notwithstanding the none too friendly 
attitude toward the mother country of 
certain nationalities of the Russian state, 
•M. Kerensky continued, the Russian de- 
mocracy would give them all it promised 
through the provisional government and 
all that the constituent assembly might 
yet decide to grant, but when the limit of 
tolerance wa.« pas.sed or where there v.as 
a desire to take advantage of the nation's 
ilifficulties in order to violate the free 
v.ill of Russia, they would cry "Hands 
off." 
The premier said the government 
would prevent by force reopening of the 
dissolved diet in Finland and that he 
hoped the country would approve this 
decision. 
His statement was cheered. 


To Restore Army Discipline. 


"The government "will endeavor," the 
premier went on, "to protect the array 
«gainst the subversive influences wliich 
deprived soldiers of all sense of military 
duty, and 
will struggle 
energetically 
against the Maximalists and against all 
.attempts by them to corrupt discipline." 


"The premier said bis colleagues would 
describe the widespread disorganization 
in the country, adding: 
"In order to 
remedy this we must make all sacriAces, 
abandoning our personal and party in- 
terests."

soff, vice premier, arrived in Moscow yes- 
terday morning for the conference, go- 
ing to the Kremlin palace.

Czar Nicholas wrote a letter 
of piteous appeal to his dear Intimate 
friend, Kalsor William. 


The two were in almost dally com- 


munication, anyway. No two rulers of 
Europe were moro sympathetic or af- 
fectionate. Their intimate correspond- 
ence was continued down to the very 
outbreak of the war, and som« say it

At least it Is perfectly certain that

And he said that he was pre- 
pared to send to Russia, if necessary, 
a million men to crush out the revolu- 
tion and make the czar safe on his 
throne. 


Subsequent letters discussed the 


manner in which this could be done 
and settled the details, the places at 
which the German troops should enter 
and the generals that should command 
them. 


The position of the kaiser was that 


all tho autocratic governments, draw- 
ing their authority directly from di- 
vine decree, must stand together at 
whatever cost to put down this rising 
tide of mob rule. 


And he urged the czar to put it 


down with an Iron hand. 


I have talked with a man that has 


seen this correspondence. 


It was the means of overwhelming 


the revolution and restoring the des- 
potism. 


There was at that time pending ap- 


plications for loans that Russia wanted 
to float In England and France. These 
countries had refused to lend any 
money to Russia so long as the revo- 
lution -was on. They did not wish to 
be in the position of helping an au- 
tocracy to put down a democratic up- 
rising. 


Russia was almost bankrupt, as 


usual. 


The fact of the correspondence be- 


tween the kaiser and the czar became 
known to tho governments of Eng- 
land and France. They learned what 
the kaiser had undertaken to do with 
his million troops, 


They decided that It would bo better 


to lend the money to the czar's auto- 
cratic government than allow Ger- 
many to annex Russia, which would 
be the practical result If the kaiser 
swept in with his troops. 


They therefore allowed the loan to 


be made. Russia took the money and 
with it suppressed the revolution. 


Now observe that when the revolu- 


tion of this year broke forth and the 
czar's advisors saw that it was serious 
their very first word was to open the 
front and let tho German troops In to 
put the rebellion down. 


It is plain enough, therefore, that 


the old agreement still stood, in spite 
of the war, and that at a signal the 
kaiser's soldiers were ready to rush in, 
shoot down the Russian revolutionists 
ami put tho czar back on the throne.

BUSSIA. TBYING TO EIGHT HERSELF 


Next to the period of the revolution itself 


the new Eussia has not faced a more critica 
and perhaps more fateful time than that 
which confronts it this week. 


The sane and practical statesmanship of 


Russia is trying to right the new democracy 
so that it may intrench itself against foes with- 
in and foes from without, marshal its strength 
to halt the invader and make the way clear 
for the people to march forward to that des- 
tiny of which they dream and for which too 
few are willing to fight. 


The Moscow council this week will put iu 


the foundations for much of Russia's history 
—good or bad as it may fall out. If there shall 
fail to come from this great meeting of the 
various popular and clashing elements of the 
country something like a coalesced body o 
.the people, fused in purpose and resolute for 
the long and trying course that lies ahead be- 
fore Russia can be made a free nation with 
strength to hold together and spirit to resist 
aggression, the future of that great land is 
•dark, indeed. There must be government, or- 
der, 
obedience, leadership and above all at 


this time strength and purpose for the war. 
i Internal conflict can result only in anarchy, 
iut of which again will rise the monarchy, 
<r,r in subjugation and dismemberment. Rus- 


i has the power to resist conquest if she will 


ommend it. For one thing, it means the sav 
ig of valuable products that are now a tota 
aste. It will provide the city with a meant, 
f garbage disposal that involves no municipa 
ivestineut. It will permit the city to conceu 
rate its labor and its money upon the vexef 
roblem of garbage collection, a phase of 
arbage disposal that always has been unsat- 
st'actory and the one phase of it in which the 
louseholder is interested. The people want 
heir garbage removed frequently, regularly 
md efficiently. 
After it is taken from the 


premises the householder ceases to have direct 
concern with the disposition made of it. The 
city may burn it, reduce it, dump it^iu the 
river, bury it in the ground or feed it to pigs. 
It is all one to the householder, provided the 
waste of his domestic establishment be not 
neglected until it has become an offense and 
a menace.

There can be no question that the ringlead- 


ers in the uprising of colored soldiers against 
the white people of Houston ought to be dealt 
with by all the rigors that military regulations 
make possible. It is not much to be doubted 
that this will be done. An incident of the sort 
is too serious a matter to be disposed of with 
any leniency or with any failure to turn a les- 
son to account.
